The chief topic of conversation around the 
Four Courts building to-day was the grand 
jury report, which was copied in the morning 
papers from yesierday’s Post-DISPATcH., 

Few persons eared about expressing their 
opinion on the subject before the reporters, 
but a scribe who happened to witness a bevy 
of lawyers take possession of Judge Cady’s 
office for the purpose of discussing the subject 


outspoken opinions on the fly: 
The first and biggest man of the party to 


_ open his mouth on the subject was one of St. 


Louis’ oldest and most brilliant lawyers, 
JUDGE CLINE. 

He did not know but what the grand jury 
report was a privileged communication, so as 
to shield them from a criminal prosecutien for 
libel, and cond+-mned in strong terms the 
action of the grand jury in indicting Wake- 
field and then undertaking to prejudice the 
ease of the defendant in the Criminal Court 
before trial. In speaking of the report of the 
grand jury where it referred to Dr. Nidelet, 
he said that he believed that if the grand jury 
did not have sufiicient evidence be- 
fere them to indict they had no right 
to indulge in any remarks reflecting upon Mr. 
Nidelet’s character. In sbort, the grand jury 
had no right to disclose in the manner that 
they have the proceedings which they had had 
before them. 

MR. J. G. CHANDLER 
seemed to concur in the views expressed by 
Judge Cline, but was more emphatic in de- 
nouncipg such proceedings as an outrage upon 
judicial proceedings. 

MR. J. W. HARRIS, 
a Republican. took part in the conversation 
and coincided with the views expPeased by 
the elder legal lights. 

MR. GEORGE 8. BABCOCK 

said: *‘*I have conversed with a large number 
of our leading attorneys in reference to the re- 


port of the grand jury; I have heard but one 
opinion, expressed in various forms and with 
different degrees of emphasis, and that is,that 
such a report is neither sanctioned by prece- 
dent nor justified by common sense. As «an 
editorial, it is much below the average of Mr. 
McCullagh’s efforts, and reflects no credit 
upon his ability: and as a legs] document 
it is as unealled for as it 
is indefensible. It is hard to see what apol- 
ogy can he found for this attack upon Wake- 
field after an indictment has been found. The 
grand jury bas noright to make public the 
facts or reason for finding an indictment. 
Such statements or reasons made public hive 
only a tendency to prejudice the case of the de- 
fendant. Much more, the grand jury have no 
right to attack the character of any man whom 
they have not indicted. The report scems to 
lave had the effect intended, inasmuch as it 
received the emphatic commendation of the 
Judge from the bench.

How a Railroad Was Built and 
Fostered by the State. 


The Frauculency of the Massa- 
chusetts Decree of 1877. 


Is One Sovereign State to be Bound by 
the Decree of Another? 


History of the Hannibal & St. Joseph 
Railread—Meaning of the Resolu- 
tion Now Pending Before 
the Legislature. 


The introduction of a resolution into the 
Legislature, instructing the Governor to bring 
suit against the Hannibal and St. Joseph Rail- 
road Company for certain moneys said to be 
due the State, brings up,once more,a question 
in which the people of Missouri have taken 
a very deep interest for the past four years, 
On its final solution depends the payment of 
$3,000,000 of the State’s debt; hence, it is 
not surprising that in these times of heavy in- 
debtedness and severe taxation, it shorfld 
arouse popular sentiment. A history of the 
relations of the Hannibal and St. 
Joseph Railroad Company to the 
State may be, at _—icthis juncture, 
of assistance in properly comprehending the 
bearing of the resolution above referred to. 

The Hannibal and St. Joseph Railroad Com- 
pany was incorporated in 1847. Its charter is 
THE OLDEST ACTIVE CHARTERIN THE STATE. 
Others were obtained previous to 1847 and 
other railroad companies formed, buat 
they passed out of existence without 
accomplishing any material result. The 
incorporators of the Hannibal and St. Joseph 
Railroad Company were all citizens of Mis- 
souriand men of unquestionable wealth and 
influence. They put the capital stock at 
$2,000,000, but only a small portion of this 
amount was actually paidin. The road was 
to be built from Hannibal, on the Mississippi 
River, to St. Joseph. on the Missouri 
River, a distance of 206 miles, through 
the richest agricultural lands of 
the State. Nothing was done in the way of

The Work of Revision. 
ST. Lovis, May 1. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In your issue of yesterday a writer says 
some few and very pertinent words touching 
the responsibility that will rest on the present 
Legislature and the Democracy of the State, 
should it befall that no revision of the statutes 
be made at the present revising session. A 
very obvious one and, to those who have any 
sensitiveness at all, a most objectionable one, 
would be that, having solemnly declared them- 
selves to be a revising Legislature and thereby 
secured so many extra days’ full pay, they 
will have left their work undone and the door 
open to their successors to repeat the farce of 
a similar declaration with similar fraudulent 
emoluments. The Supreme Court, in decid- 
ing the Holloday mandamus case, said, prac- 
tically, that any Legislature had the right un- 
der the Constitution to declare itself a revis- 
ing body, and, as this is the law, the stupid 
constitutional limitation as to the length of 
sessions may be set at naught at any time that 
the Legislature may desire it. 

This consideration leads to another and 
graver one. Is the present system of revision, 
I mean the system of direct and primary re- 
vision by the Legislature, the best that can be 
devised? Is it even moderately gooa in its 
results? Itis true revisions have been made 
from time to time, but from 1825 to 1865, or 
even to the so-called Wagnerian revision, all 
are miserably defective both in logical ar- 
rangement and in clearness of expression. 
The index to the 1865 revision is simply one of 
the most astounding puzzles that the mind of 
man has invented. The most learned ass of 
the Chinese Empire or the profound- 
est professor of the mysteries of Kant 
could not have imagined é anything 
so. _—CDewildering. Wagner’s Statutes 
are much better designed, and the index is 
fairly responsive to the needs of him who con- 
sults it, but in perspicuity of diction there 
could of course be no improvement on its pre- 
decessors. 

These are some of the evils. Now, can a 
remedy be found? I hardly like to say boldly 
that I have found the remedy, but I would, 
with all deference, submit the following as a 
suggestion of what niay be shaped into an effi- 
cient one: Let two constitutional amend-

Since the passage of the stock 
law and the _ final decision of the 
courts in its favor, the suburban residents 
have been freed froman unmitigated nuis- 
ance, and have begun that process of beauti- 
fying which our sister cities adopted with so 


much success, to-wit: the planting of shade ° 


trees. Thatall the expense so far incurred 
will be nullified by the passage of the pro- 
posed amendment, needs no argument, for to 
the half-starved, swill-fed kine which 
abound in the dairies (God save the mark) of 
the one-wagon order in St. Louis, a young 
tree ora choice plant is like the ambrosial 
nectar on which the gods were dieted. Nor 
is this all. Turned loose without a keeper, 
these cattle will obstruct the roads, sidewalks 
and alleys.

Previous to the accession of Emperor Nich- 
olas I. in 1825, free ideas had a footbold in 
Russia, and a secret society, whose object 
was to dethrone the Emperor and substitute a 
constitutional government with Nicholas’ eld- 
er brother at its head, and afterward known 
as the Decaboisty or Decemberists—named 
after the month in which a revolution occur- 
red at St. Petersburg in 1825-— 
numbered many menpgers. On 
that terrible day, December 10, 
the principal streets were red with the blood 
of the victims. The leaders and members of 
the society who were known were either 
hanged or banished to Siberia. Hun- 
dreds, however, were unsuspected and oth- 
ers escaped, all of whom afterward were dil- 
igently employed in propagating their the- 
or es. 

Before long a journal called the Kolokol or 
‘*Bell,’’ devoted to the movement, Was es- 
tablished in London, of which the proprietor 
and editor was the famous red revolutionist 
Hertzen. The editor’s ideas were exalted, 
and possessed of great powers of language he 
soon acquired a wonderful influence over the 
Russian youth. His journal was secretly 
read and hidden away as thoughit werea 
treasure of incalculable value. 

Hertzen published a number of papers enti- 
tled ‘‘Letters from This Side,’’ in which 
were given minute accounts of the most secret 
affairs of the Government and the Czar and his 
family. The editor accompanied them with 
his views and hopes of the future of Russia. 


These letters are said to be true in their state- |

writer wished to convey the idea that they be- 
lieved in nothing, and the name given in op- 
probrium has ever since been retained, and has 
become a terror to all in authority. 

Since 1870 theirnumber has increased with 
astonishing rapidity. It is said that inthe

The members are organized into circles, 
which, when the number reaches sixtv, are 
subdivided into ten circles of six persons 
each.

I do solemnly 
swear that I will resist. in case of an attempt 
to arrest me or any member of the society by 
the Government agents, with whatever weap- 
on is at my disposal at the moment, without 
fear or regard for personal consequences; that 
I will not recommend any new member with- 
out the knowledge that he is atrue friend of 
the oppressed Russian people; that from the 
moment I become a member of this ‘Secret 
National Russian Society,’ [regard myself as 
the sworn enemy to the Russian despotical 
Government and begin to act against it by 
every means I can command.’’ 

Besides their own members in case of a 
general uprising, the Nihilists count on the 
assistance of the so-called Old Faith—men 
who number about 14,000,000. These relig- 
ionists are as bitter in their hatred of the Czar 
as are the Nihilists, and declare that he and 
his family are the agents ofthe devil. They 


can all read and write, are liberal in their 


ideas, and have the friendship of the peas- 
ants. They are found from the Astrakan to

River. 

The Nihilists are desperately in earnest. 
They are — the release of the Russian 
people from the despotism of a Government 
who regard them aa little above the beasts of 
the field. While we condemn the methods 
of assassination they employ to secure their 
ends, we must mire their courage. 
The Russians are notoriously a 
brave people, and the Govern- 
ment finds them no less brave in deal- 
ing with tyrants at home than with foes 
ab : Czar is not likely to om om 
them by such barbarism as has been displayed 
within the last few weeks. Their ideas of a 
republic are crude, but it is possible that they 
are as capable of ruling themselves as other 
people are. One of the not improbable events 
of t near future is the overthrow of the 
Russian Empire and the establishment of the 
Russian Repubhe.

There was much ado about nothing in New 


York, the other day. Lemuel Williams, a 
‘colored boy employed on a United States ship 


inthe harbor, was paid off ina crisp, new $5) 


greenback, the paymaster knowing his desire 
to hand the money to bis old mother. In the 
evening the boy was found-in front of the 
Metropolitan Hotel, sobbing as if his heart 


would break, and asserting that the eashier of 


the hotel had robbed him of his money. 
The lad told. a straight stery of his move- 
ments, and one that was fully corroborated. 
In the evening he wanted his bill 
chinged, and, advised thereto, went to the 
cashier of the hotel, a young gentleman of 
reputable connections and seeming good char- 
acter, and, presenting the bill, received four 
silver quarters in return. ‘Then he called at- 
tention to the fact that he had given a $50 bill. 
butthe clerk threw him b:ek a $1 bill, and 
had him put out of the hotel. When arrested, 
the story of the clerk was that the boy handed 
him atwisted bill, which he untwisted and 
looked at; thatit was a $1 bill: that he did 
not put itin the drawer, but laid it open on 
the desk, and that while he had the silver 
quaiters in his hand, and before the negro 
lad could have seen what change was to be 
given him, the latter began to cry out and beg 
them nottocheat him. His statement was 
supported by that of two emploves of the 
hotel. One journalistic commentator thought 
that four thrones ofthe case were possibie: 
**Rither Lemuel’s story was true,and a young 
man cf Lonorable antecedents had stooped to 
ibe mesnness of cheating a poor colored boy 
out of his earnings; or, Lemuel, of whom the 
ship’. officers speak as a simple-minded and 
truthful lad, had given the bill to a confeder- 
ate and put up araseally job that a bardened 
criminal: Wweuld hardly have ventured on; 
or, he had dost his bill without 
Knowing it: or, there was some as yet inex- 
plicable mi-take. The magistrate manifestly 
inclined to the first of these theories.’’ The 
care was exciting no little interest when an 
explanation was reached. An old colored 
washerwoman, well-known to the Brooklyn 
Navy-yard, presented herself before the coin- 
‘modcre commanding and told him that Lem- 
uel owed her for services in her profession. 
On dusk of the day he was paid off he gave 
hier, as both he and she supposed, 41 50 in 
silver, with the -bill for washing wrapped 
around it. Not until Saturday evening did she 
examine her store of silver and therein she 
found the $50 bill.—[Chicago Times,
